Flames; Yacht Partly 
Destroyed. 


EXPLOSION OF GAS 
TANK THREATENED 


Quantico Sesiiee Had Barely 
Left Wharf; Smoke Reaches 
to pasenen ihashan 


Two volunteer firemen were in- 
jured, a vacht was partially destroy- 
ed and a warehouse was wrecked 
when a fire swept the United States 
Marine Corps wharf on the Seventh 
street water front at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. Damage was esti- 
mated at $25,000. 
The firemen fought the swiftly- 
spreading blaze under the threat 
of an imminent explosion from a 
500 gallon gasoline tank. Smoke 
from the fire floated in dense clouds 
as far as American League park. 
where the high school drill was in 
progress. 
The ‘‘Mik-Awe,”’ a 
owned by the coast and geodetic 
survey, was tied up at the wharf 
when the fire broke out. While 
the flames were eating their way 
toward the vessel, the crew made 
a valiant but vain effort to get it 
out into the stream. Before the 
fire was out, the flames had de- 
stroyed the superstructure and 
damaged the hull. 

Fight to Save Yacht. 
The firemen concentrated thoir 
efforts on the yacht because of the 
large supply of gasoline in the 
500-gallon tank located aft. 
Fillmore Worm, 330 McLean ave- 
nue southwest, one of the volun- 
teer firemen, was cut on the cheek 
by a falling ladder. Bernard Brad- 
ley, 372 Ninth street southwest, 
another volunteer, was struck by a 
hose and injured on the head. 
The wharf and warehouse are 
owned by the bureau of lighthouses, 
but have been loaned to the marine 
corps. Supplies and passengers 
bound for Quantico are taken down 
the Potomac river daily by the 
steamer Porpoise. This vessel had 
barely left the wharf when the fire 
broke out. 
The blaze was first seen shoot- 
ing from that part of the warehouse 
used as an office. A marine ser- 
geant had left the office a short

‘‘Far from being the result of any 
coalition; he said, ‘‘the actions of 
this assembly were clearly due to a 
steadily growing spirit in the 


church which demands unity and a 
reasonable liberty with the limits 
of our constitution. The assembly 
is made up of an overwhelming 
majority of men of conservative 
views who stand unhesitatingly for 
the historic doctrines of Presbyteri- 
anism. 

“This is clearly shown by the re- 
port of the special commission of 
fifteen. The assembly did not re- 
pudiate Dr. Machen atall. It mere- 
ly approved the appointment of a 
committee of visitation which is to 
inquire into differences known to 
exist at Princeton, but in no sense 
involving theological questions. 

“It {s agreed that all the mem- 
bers of the faculty at Princeton are 
thoroughly orthodox men. It has 
been so stated in the assembly with- 
out being questioned. The church 
is not drifting at all], but it is mere- 
ly reaffirming its historic position 
and its undeviating witness to the 
truth as taught in the scriptures.”’ 


San Francisco Is Chosen. 


The close of the assembly itself 
was quiet, being conducted in the 
routine manner as recommended by 
committees. 

San Francisco was selceted as the 
site of the 139th assembly next 
year, after Dr. Mark Matthews, the 
veteran assemblyman from Seattle, 
had made the motion. 

Dr. Matthews, fundamentalist, 
who has striven for a peaceful con- 
clusion in every argument on the 
floor, his arguments being accepted 
by every one in good faith, had 
planned to nominate Seattle. He 
has done this every year since 1908. 
However, he stated he nominated 
San Francisco “in the interest of 
the Pacific coast,’’ and in this con- 
nection it was recalled that the 
San Francisco delegation had split 
almost evenly on the vote for mod- 
erator, when Dr. Lapslee McAfee, 
its own candidate, was defeated by 
Moderator Thompson.

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SIR JOSIAH LENDS A HAND. 

Sir Josiah Stamp, who is recognized as one 
of the most competent economists of England, 
has condescended to review the American agri- 
cultural situation for a few of his friends here, 
and by the light of his genius has removed the 
cloud of doubts which surrounded some legis- 
lators who were entirely willing to lend the re- 
but 
the 
Sir 


whose economic mind brushes aside 
trifling objections to paternalism, socialism and 
has shown conclusively that 
the United States government can raise the 
price of farm products at home by financing 
the sale of the surplus abroad at a cheap figure. 

At one stroke Sir Josiah has demonstrated 
that the American farmers can be vastly bene- 
fited by a precess which would deliver Ameri- 
can foodstuffs to Britishers at a reduced rate. 
American consumers would have to pay more, 
but as they receive high wages they can afford 
to pay. 

The hard-pressed advocates of price-fixing on 
agricultural products can not fail to appreciate 
the sacrifice which Sir Josiah Stamp has made 
in giving his valuable time and talent to this 
American question at a time when his own 
country s50 sorely needs his counsel. The coal 
situation in England might reasonably engross 
the attention of Sir Josiah, who is manager of 
one of the great railroads that are dependent 
upon coal for their operation. The agricultural 
situation in England also is anything but satis- 
factory, to say nothing of the shipping and 
general manufacturing industries. The dole 
system and the subsidy to.scoal miners, how- 
ever, may have convinced this British econo- 
mist that paternalism is sound economic policy, 
as applicable to the United States as it is to 
Burttain. 

Now that Sir Josiah has solved the American 
agricultural problem, it is to be presumed 
that he will undertake the comparatively sim- 
ple task of extricating Britain from its agricul- 
tgiral, industrial and commercial depression. 
No doubt Prime Minister Baldwin would gladly 
accept a solution of the coal mining problem at 
this time. He is floundering in the midst of a 
situation in which politics and national policy 
are beclouding his intellect. He needs the 
benefit of Sir Josiah Stamp’s cold, analytical 
genius, which disdains the trammels of national 
policy, sweeps aside such questions as tariffs 
and party disputes and goes straight to the 
goal. Sir Josiah should now concentrate. by 


all means, upon the problems of his own 
country.

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THE PENALTY OF INFLATION. 


The financial situation in France is another 
illustration of the evil of currency inflation. 
It is obvious that France will go the way of 
Germany, unless the brakes are applied at 
once. 

When the war was over Germany printed 
paper money by the cartloads, and there was 
every evidence of unusual prosperity. Not a 
few radicals in America pointed to Germany 
as proof that more paper money makes more 
business. Germany, they said, was entering 
upon a period of prosperity hitherto unknown, 
demonstrating that the gold standard was un- 
necessary, and proving that paper money in 
endless streams brings active business. But 
the end came soon, and German paper marks 
finally were used to paper the walls of half- 
deserted buildings. 

Representative Green says regarding France: 


The finance of France is built merely 
on a foundation of quicksand, the founda- 
tion of a highly inflated currency. It has 
furthered business and increased salaries 
and produced this false appearance of 
prosperity. This business can not con- 
tinue. Like all other situations where a 
country is resting its hope upon a great 
currency inflation, there is always a con- 
tinual demand for further issues, and 
with each further issue it is inevitable that 
the value of the franc will depreciate still 
mnorg. 


There are some people who never profit by 


the world’s experience. Some Frenchmen must 
have vividly in mind the experience of their 
country in the days when assignats or paper 
money were issued in unlimited quantities. 
Many people in the United States failed to 
profit by America’s experience with irredeem- 
able colonial paper currency and the large is- 
sues of State bank money in the period 1820- 
1830. The greenbacks issued during the civi 
war were depreciated, and were redeemed only 
after a long struggle.

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PLANNING THE CITY'S FUTURE. 

The District commissioners have rejected 
the proposal made to them by the citizens’ 
advisory council for a conference to consider 
a ten-year program for the 


——— 


‘future orderly 


growth and development of the District.’’ In 
doing so the commissioners have probably 
acted in the best interests of the people. Con- 
gress has created the National Capital park 
and planning commission; While it is grati- 
fying to every resident/of Washington that 
the citizens’ body shguld manifest so great 
an interest in the future of Washington, it 
is at the same time obvious that the park 
and planning commission could not carry on 
its work if it were subject at any or all times 
to the interference of an independent citi- 
zens’ group. The park and planning commis- 
sion is composed of men who have proved their 
ability and competence, and they may be de- 
pended upon to serve the best interests of 
Washington in every respect. 

In replying to the advisory council the com- 
missioners said that ‘it is not to be expected 
that the public and Congress will be willing 
to accept comprehensive plans without con- 
vincing proof that the plans have been pre- 
pared by competent persons after careful study 
and have been checked by thoroughly informed 
and impartial agencies,’’ and further that 
“Congress has seen fit to place this planning 
in the hands of experts.’’ The commissioners 
suggested that they desired ‘all departments 
of the District government to comply fully 
with the spirit of the provision for creating 
and carrying out plans.”’ 

This is the proper attitude on the part of 
the commissioners. The advisory council may 
be in a position to give valuable information 
to the planning commission, but it would be 
a mistake to call an unofficial conference to 
devise plans for Washington when a duly 
constituted authority has been set up to devise 
such plans.

“All this has come about in spite 
of our free institutions, because 
well meaning women and men have 
been and are afflicted by a kind of 
ecclesiastical complex; and, in that 
state of mind, have been induced 
to look upon law, administration 
and even the judicial function it- 
self, as aspects of religion. Such 
an attitude is neither moral or in- 
telligent—it is merely stolid and 
intolerant.’’

Disaster Relief Will Be the 
Subject for General 
Session Today. 


The second annual Pan-American 
Red Cross conference yesterday paid 
homage to George Washington, 
President of the first American re- 
public which has served as a model 
in many countries. Two wreaths, 
one the gift of the conference body 
and the other purchased through 
individual subscriptions by South 
American delegates, were placed 
upon.the tomb at Mount Vernon. 

Delegates made the trip to Mount 
Vernon by water on the U. §&. S&S. 
Porpoise, placed at’ their disposi- 
tion by the commandant of the 
Washington navy vard. In the 
evening they were shown Red Cross 
motion pictures of disaster relief in 
Japan following the earthquake, 
the Bangkok conference of the Red 
Cross and other organization ac- 
tivities. 


Six Accept Honors. 


Six more South American presi- 
dents have accepted the honorary 
presidency of the conference, it was 
announced last night. They are 
President Alvear, of Argentina; 
President Larrain, of Chile; Presi- 
dent Ayora, of Ecuador; Presi- 
dent Serrato, of Uruguay: Presi- 
dent Machado, of Cuba; and Presi- 
dent Quinonez, of Salvador. Lord 
Byng, governor general of Canada, 
also wired the conference yesterday, 
accepting the position. In his tele- 
gram of acceptance, Lord Byng 
stated he took ‘‘much pleasure in 
supporting the Red Cross movement 
in any way possible.’ 

Disaster relief will be the subject 
for the general session today, with 
Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, of Maryland: 
Henry M. Baker, director of the dis- 
aster relief service, American Red 
Cross, and T. E. Kittredge, assist- 
ant director general, League of Red 
Cross Societies. delivering ad- 
dresses. Tonight a pageant illus- 
trating the services of the Red 
Cross will be staged in Memorial 
Continental hall. Children of the 
various embassies will take pert in 
the Junior Red Cross episode, and 
many ambassadors and ministers 
will attend the performance.

PARKING RULES CHANGED 


Headlight tests conducted last 
week at the police traffic bureau 
revealed that motorists still are pay- 
ing little attention to proper focus- 
ing of lights to prevent glaring, as 
required by the traffic regulations. 
They also revealed that some mo- 
torists have misrepresented their 
headlight equipment in obtaining 
annual license tags and have unap- 
proved headlight devices on their 
cars, although they are required to 
certify that they have approved de- 
vices, in applying for licenses. 

The total number of tests was 
295. Only five of this number of 
cars had properly adjusted head- 
lights. Six had unapproved head- 
light equipment. Seventy-one were 
found in need of repairs before they 
could comply with the traffic code 
and 213 were adjusted.
